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The  School  of  Dentistry,  1980

School  of  Dentistry 

For  the  School  of  Dentistry,  the 
decade  of  the  "70s  ended  with 
notification  by  the  Council  on 
Dental  Education's  Commission 
on  Accreditation  that  all  programs 
in  the  School  of  Dentistry  were 
fully  accredited.  Of  equal 
significance  was  the  Commission's 
statement  that  it  would  not  be 
necessary  for  the  school  to  submit 
a  progress  report.  The  ac- 
complishments of  the  school  in 
meeting  accreditation  recommen- 
dations will  be  reviewed  at  the 
next  accreditation  visit  in  1986. 
Thus,  the  maximum  seven-year 
accreditation  status  without  reser- 
vation had  been  awarded.  Our 
accreditation  review  was  preceded 
by  an  exhaustive  18-month  self- 
study  of  every  aspect  of  the 
school.  The  recommendations 
arising  from  our  self-study,  to- 
gether with  the  recommendations 
contained  in  our  accreditation  re- 
port, provided  us  with  a  definite 
plan  for  improving  the  educational 
programs  as  we  move  into  the 
decade  of  the  "80s. 

Students 

The  class  of  110  students  enter- 
ing in  the  Fall  of  1980  will  be 
comprised  of  85  percent  Virgin- 
ians. Twenty  of  these  students  are 
female  and  13  are  from  various 
minority  groups.  Female  students 
now  represent  20  percent  of  our 
total  enrollment,  a  significant 
change  from  the  early  "70s  when 
females  comprised  only  two  to 
three  percent  of  our  entering  class. 
Likewise,  the  intense  and  ongoing 
effort  to  identify  qualified  appli- 
cants from  minority  groups  has 
resulted  in  a  substantial  increase  in 
minority  enrollment.  Based  upon 
national  trends  and  an  analysis  of 
our  own  applicant  pool  over  the 
past  three  years,  we  would  antici- 
pate that  the  number  of  female  and 
minority  students  will  remain  at 
the  current  levels  over  at  least  the 
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next  five  years.  The  decline  in  the 
apphcant  pool  experienced  over 
the  last  few  years  (MCV  has 
mirrored  the  national  trend)  ap- 
pears to  have  leveled  off.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  despite  a 
decline  in  the  number  of  applicants 
the  quality  of  our  entering  classes 
has  consistently  improved. 

Retention  of  students  is  equally 
important.  This  year's  entering 
first-year  students  participated  in  a 
program  designed  to  help  them 
improve  study  skills  and  better 
organize  their  time.  This  activity  is 
just  one  of  a  number  of  support 
systems  available  to  students  on 
the  MCV  campus.  Our  attrition 
rate  over  the  past  few  years  has 
averaged  one  percent,  or  five  to  six 
students  per  year,  equally  divided 


between  those  who  have  encoun- 
tered academic  difficulties  and 
those  who  have  decided  to  seek  a 
different  career. 

We  remain  deeply  concerned 
about  the  cost  of  dental  education. 
Our  tuition  for  1980  will  be  $2,922 
for  Virginia  residents  and  $4,742 
for  out-of-state  residents  giving  us 
the  fifth  highest  tuition  of  all  (39) 
public  schools  of  dentistry.  Of 
even  greater  concern  is  the  fact 
that  a  Virginia  resident  may  attend 
one  of  the  other  public  schools  in 
the  Southeast  and  pay  less  tuition 
as  an  out-of-state  resident  than  at 
VCU.  The  class  of  1984  will 
expend  approximately  $8,000  per 
year  for  tuition,  fees,  instruments, 
supplies  and  room  and  board. 
Thus  far,  our  Financial  Aid  Office 
has  been  able  to  meet  the  needs  of 


students,  but  we  must  continually 
work  to  identify  loan  monies  at 
reasonable  interest  rates  so  that 
future  needs  can  be  met. 

Faculty 

For  the  current  academic  year, 
the  School  of  Dentistry  has  been 
allocated  84  full-time  positions 
distributed  among  the  programs  in 
dentistry,  dental  hygiene,  con- 
tinuing education  and  administra- 
tion. Of  the  74  dentists  on  the 
full-time  faculty,  approximately 
two-thirds  have  completed  ad- 
vanced education  programs  in  one 
or  more  of  the  specialties,  and 
one-third  hold  graduate  degrees 
(MS  or  PhDs)  in  the  basic  sciences 
or  education.  This  profile  repre- 
sents a  significant  increase  in  the 
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educational  qualifications  of  our 
faculty.  The  clinical  phase  of  our 
programs  is  significantly  enhanced 
by  the  dedicated  effort  of  ap- 
proximately 1 14  clinical  (part-time) 
faculty  who  make  up  the  equiva- 
lent of  14  full-time  faculty 
positions.  In  addition,  there  are  60 
clinical  faculty  who  provide  in- 
struction to  our  students  during 
extemships. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  is  only 
one  of  three  schools  of  dentistry  in 
the  United  States  whose  students 
enjoy  the  advantage  of  receiving 
basic  science  instruction  from  a 
free-standing  School  of  Basic  Sci- 
ences. The  efforts  of  approxi- 
mately 40  faculty  members  in  the 
School  of  Basic  Sciences  resulted 
in  our  recent  accreditation  report 
complimenting  the  School  of  Den- 


tistry for  not  only  the  quality  of 
basic  science  instruction  but  the 
extent  to  which  basic  sciences 
have  been  integrated  into  the 
clinical  science  curriculum. 

Curriculum 

As  we  begin  the  decade  of  the 
'80s,  the  undergraduate  dental  cur- 
riculum will  undergo  significant 
change.  Over  the  next  two  years,  a 
revised  curriculum  will  be  put  in 
place.  These  revisions  come  as  a 
result  of  our  accreditation  self- 
study  and  report.  The  revised 
curriculum  will  be  characterized 
by  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
individual  course  offerings  and 
more  emphasis  on  conjoint  teach- 
ing in  a  problem-solving  format. 


Revision  in  the  didactic  compo- 
nent of  the  curriculum  will  allow  a 
substantial  increase  in  clinical  ac- 
tivities for  second-year  students. 
Thus,  students  will  be  entering  the 
clinical  phase  of  their  education  in 
greater  depth  and  at  an  earlier  time 
point.  For  the  past  several  years, 
the  didactic  component  of  the 
fourth  year  has  been  elective.  This 
approach  has  allowed  the 
identification  of  core  material  es- 
sential to  all  students  and  has 
provided  the  basis  for  a  return  to  a 
required  D-4  didactic  component 
supplemented  with  an  opportunity 
for  students  to  select  from  among 
elective  courses  depending  on 
their  particular  needs  and/or  inter- 
ests. 

The  extramural  program  will 
take  on  new  emphasis  as  we  seek 
to  provide  students  the  opportu- 
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nity  to  deliver  dental  care  to  diverse 
patient  populations  with  special 
needs.  Through  a  developing 
state-wide  network  of  affiliations, 
students  are  participating  in  the 
care  of  the  handicapped,  the  non- 
ambulatory and  the  patient  in  an 
extended-care  facility. 

Research 

In  this  past  academic  year,  the 
School  of  Dentistry  was  awarded 
in  excess  of  $1.4  million  in  grants 
and  contracts  which  represented 
an  11.5  percent  increase  over  the 
previous  year.  Of  even  more 
significance  is  the  level  of  funding 
received  from  the  National  Insti- 
tute of  Dental  Research  (NIDR). 
Of  the  143  institutions  which  re- 
ceive support  from  NIDR,  we 
ranked  eleventh  in  total  dollars.  In 


the  area  of  periodontal  disease,  we 
ranked  third  in  total  funds  awarded 
by  NIDR.  This  standing  in  the 
dental  research  community  repre- 
sents a  substantial  accomplishment 
during  the  decade  of  the  "TOs  which 
would  not  have  been  possible 
except  for  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
which  exists  between  the  faculty 
and  administration  of  the  Schools 
of  Basic  Sciences  and  Medicine 
with  those  in  the  School  of  Den- 
tistry. 

Alumni 

The  agreement  between  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  and  the 
administration  of  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University  which  al- 
lowed for  the  formation  of 
school-based  units  was  received 


with  enthusiasm  and  anticipation. 
Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Bennett 
Malbon,  vice-president  for  den- 
tistry in  the  MCV  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, the  process  to  develop  a 
close  and  meaningful  relationship 
between  the  school  and  its  alumni 
has  already  begun.  As  an  example, 
this  summer  members  of  the 
alumni  contacted  first-year  stu- 
dents who  would  be  enrolling  in 
the  Fall  to  welcome  them  to  the 
School  of  Dentistry  and  offer 
assistance  and  information  as  they 
began  their  dental  education. 
Hopefully,  this  and  other  activities 
will  foster  a  closer  relationship 
between  the  school,  its  students 
and  the  alumni.  We  look  forward 
to  the  opportunity  to  build  this 
relationship. 


Letter  to  Alumni 


Dear  Alumni, 

I  am  certain  that  if  the  graduates 
of  earher  classes  were  to  revisit 
their  alma  mater,  they  would  be 
tremendously  impressed  with  the 
vast  change  which  has  taken  place 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 
Without  any  doubt,  I  think  that  we 
have  a  fine  medical,  physical  plant 
in  operation  at  MCV.  We  should 
be  deeply  grateful  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  Virginia  for  its 
generosity  in  approving  money  to 
erect  such  a  fine  school  and 
hospital  close  to  capital  hill.  The 
campus  reflects  foresight  and 
planning  on  the  part  of  MCV's 
administrators  and  our  state  repre- 
sentatives. 

Likewise,  the  years  have  also 
brought  about  other  changes  which 
will  continue  to  reflect  the  direc- 
tion and  growth  of  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University,  of  which 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  a 
part.  The  biggest  change  was 
brought  about  by  the  merger  of 
MCV  and  RPI  into  its  present 
status  as  a  university.  During  the 
same  time  period  as  the  merger, 
our  state  embarked  on  a  course  of 
establishing  community  colleges 
throughout  the  state.  One  im- 
mediate impact  of  this  change  was 
to  direct  vast  sums  of  money  from 
senior  colleges  into  the  community 
college  education  system.  Hence, 
money  available  to  the  senior 
colleges  was  reduced.  Planned 
continued  growth  suffered  at 
MCV,  and  the  six  schools,  com- 
prising the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  were  forced  to  initiate 
cuts,  reduce  programs  and  to 
operate  with  less  capital.  The  same 
situation  was  encountered  by  other 
senior  colleges  and  universities 


throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

To  date,  many  of  our  graduates 
have  made  bequests  to  MCV  and 
this  money  has  been  put  to  good 
use  through  the  MCV  Foundation. 
Inflation  has  demanded  much  from 
all  of  us;  MCV  is  no  exception. 
Our  college  needs  more  money  to 
effect  its  mission.  Recognizing 
this,  VCU  President,  Dr.  Edmund 
Ackell  has  turned  his  attention  to 
our  alumni  association.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  recognition  the 
Trustees  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  have  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  university. 

By  the  time  this  communication 
reaches  you,  we  will  have  had 
almost  one  years  operation  under 
this  agreement.  To  me,  it  appears 
to  be  a  good  and  healthy  change. 
Our  Trustees  are  still  charged  with 
the  responsibility  for  the  efficient 
regulation  and  direction  of  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association.  The 
payment  of  dues  has  been  discon- 
tinued; in  lieu  thereof,  we  ask  that 
you  make  an  annual  contribution 
to  the  VCU  Annual  Fund.  The 
Annual  Fund  is  a  single  fund 
created  for  the  purpose  of  receiv- 
ing money  given  or  bequeathed  to 
the  university,  and  your  contribu- 
tion establishes  you  as  a  voting 
member  of  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association.  I  would  point  out  that 
whenever  you  make  a  contribution 
to  the  fund,  that  you  should 
indicate  on  your  check  the  purpose 
for  which  you  intend  it  to  be  used. 
In  this  way,  the  entire  amount  is 
used  where  you  specify,  thus,  a 
graduate  of  any  of  the  six  MCV 
schools  has  the  opportunity  of 
contributing  to  the  school  from 
which  he  graduated.  Our  alumni 
association  is  now  being  operated 
from  funds  received  from  the 
university.  I  urge  you  to  support 
the  fund  and  become  a  voting 
member  of  your  association. 


The  agreement  with  the  univer- 
sity authorizes  your  association  to 
subdivide  into  six  alumni  divisions 
under  the  umbrella  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association.  Each  sepa- 
rate division,  led  by  its  current 
vice-president  on  your  Board  of 
Trustees,  is  now  in  the  process  of 
organizing.  Other  Trustee  mem- 
bers and  alumni  have  joined  with 
their  school's  vice-president  to 
meet  with  their  dean  to  develop 
programs  for  graduates.  In  the 
near  future  you  will  be  hearing 
from  your  alumni  division.  We 
invite  your  suggestions  and  ideas.

When  you  serve  more  than  1 
million  meals  a  year,  it  isn't  easy 
to  hold  the  line  on  bills. 

Large  numbers  are  a  way  of 
life  at  l\/ledical  College  of 
Virginia  Hospitals,  the  largest 
acute  care  facility  in  Virginia. 
Last  year,  490,000  prescriptions 
were  dispensed,  12,400  surgical 
procedures  performed,  3,200 
babies  delivered,  86,500  visits 
made  to  emergency  rooms,  and 
225,500  outpatient  visits  made  to 
outpatient  clinics.  In  one  day 
alone,  12,729  laboratory  tests  are 
performed  at  the  hospitals' 
testing  facilities. 

The  hospitals'  budget  reflects 
every  fluctuation  of  the 
economy — even  the  soaring 
price  of  silver,  which  is  driving 
up  the  cost  of  X-ray  film.  Costs 


are  rising  at  MCV  Hospitals  for 
the  first  three  quarters  of  this 
fiscal  year,  says  Richard 
Schrock,  associate  director  of 
finance.  The  prime  ingredient  in 
rising  costs  is  personnel  salaries 
which  account  for  50  percent  of 
the  increase,  estimates  Schrock. 
The  remaining  increases  are 
found  in  employee  benefit 
contributions  such  as  social 
security  and  retirement,  and 
purchased  supplies  and  ser- 
vices, which  reflect  energy,  drug, 
and  petroleum  product  in- 
creases. 

Hospital  costs  are  rising  but 
fortunately  so  are  revenues. 
Besides  a  30  percent  increase  in

cash  receipts,  patient  revenues 
are  up  16.5  percent  over  the 
same  time  period  last  year.  The 
increase  in  patient  revenues 
comes  from  the  fact  that  more 
people  are  using  IVICV  Hospitals. 
During  the  first  nine  months  of 
this  fiscal  year,  23,000  patients 
were  admitted  for  treatment. 
Adult  patient  days,  which  are 
measured  from  the  day  a  patient 
is  admitted  to  the  hospital  to  the 
day  before  discharge,  have  in- 
creased by  9,917  over  the  same 
period  last  year. 

The  amount  of  funds  available 
for  equipment  purchases  is  also 
increasing.  This  year  $2  million 
will  be  invested  in  new  equip- 
ment to  enable  the  hospitals  to 
keep  pace  with  technological 
advances  in  the  health  care  field. 

Technological  advances  have 
brought  the  computer  age  to 
MCV  Hospitals,  with  a  new 


Hospital  Information  System 
currently  being  implemented. 
Patient  information  is  recorded 
on  computer  terminals  located 
at  nursing  stations.  Requests  for 
prescriptions  or  laboratory  tests 
entered  on  the  charts  are 
automatically  sent  to  the  ap- 
propriate department,  stream- 
lining health  care.  When  the 
system  is  fully  implemented 
within  the  next  year,  it  will  be 
one  of  the  largest  in  the  United 
States. 

Besides  improving  the  ef- 
ficiency of  patient  care,  com- 
puters at  MCV  Hospitals  also 
record  the  facts  and  figures 
involved  in  a  $120-million 
operation.  This  year,  the  print- 
outs signal  good  news — l\/ICV 
Hospitals  are  fiscally  sound.

A  Hot  Item 

Lasers  have  begun  to  replace 
scalpels  in  surgeons'  hands  at 
MCV/VCU.  The  laser's  beam  of 
invisible  infrared  light  literally 
vaporizes  unwanted  tissue,  send- 
ing tumors  up  in  smoke  while  it 
controls  bleeding  and  lends  greater 
precision  to  surgical  procedures. 

The  precision  of  the  laser's 
beam,  only  one-tenth  of  a  milli- 
meter wide,  allows  surgeons  to 
operate  without  disturbing  delicate 
structures  adjacent  to  tissue  being 
vaporized.  In  September  1979, 
neurosurgeon  Dr.  Donald  P. 
Becker  used  the  laser  at  MCV  for 
the  first  time  to  remove  portions  of 
a  large  brain  tumor  that  was  en- 
croaching on  the  optic  nerve  of  a 
man,  causing  partial  blindness. 
Though  he  had  undergone  several 
conventional  operations  to  control 
the  tumor,  far  more  of  it  was 
removed  with  the  laser,  and  the 
man's  remaining  vision  was  saved. 

The  operating  laser's  beam  is 
created  by  exciting  carbon  dioxide 
gas  with  high  voltage  electricity. 
The  beam  emerges  from  a  pencil- 
like shaft  which  the  surgeon  holds 
in  his  hand.  Or,  the  beam  can  be 
directed  from  an  operating  room 
microscope  by  a  system  of  mirrors 
controlled  by  a  continuously  vari- 
able "gear  shift"  stick. 

Since  the  beam  is  invisible,  the 
device  is  aimed  with  a  pilot  ray 
produced  by  a  visible  neon  laser. 
The  aiming  laser  projects  two 
small  red  spots  between  which  the 
vaporizing  beam  will  land  when  a 
foot  pedal  is  depressed.  The  vap- 
orizing ray  can  be  continuous  or 
pulsed,  and  its  power  is  variable. 

After  the  operating  microscope 
became  common,  surgeons  could 
see  minute  structures  well  enough 
to  operate  on  them.  But  the 
mechanical  instruments  used  are 
not  as  precise  in  their  action  as  the 
microscope  is  in  revealing  work 
that  needs  to  be  done.  With  the 
laser,  technology  is  approaching

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the  sophistication  necessary  to 
gain  the  greatest  advantage  from 
microsurgery. 

The  MCV  neurosurgeons  have 
launched  the  first  major  research 
effort  to  determine  tiie  effects  of 
lasers  on  tissue  adjacent  to  that 
vaporized.  So  far,  they  have  found 
very  little  damage  occurs  to  ad- 
jacent tissue,  though  the  beam 
of  the  laser  produces  temperatures 
around  6,000  degrees. 

The  laser  seals  blood  vessels  as 
it  operates,  reducing  the  amount  of 
blood  lost  in  surgery.  It  is  believed 
that  lasers  have  the  potential  to 
speed  up  the  surgical  process, 
reduce  recovery  time,  reduce  the 
demand  on  blood  banks  and  re- 
duce medical  costs.  Because  laser 
surgery  cauterizes  as  it  eliminates 
tissue,  it  may  prove  ideal  for  large 
tumors  which  contain  blood  ves- 
sels and  for  arterio-venous  mal- 
formations. 

Some  medical  authorities  be- 
lieve that  conventional  surgical 
techniques  may  stimulate  meta- 
static spread  of  cancerous  tumors. 
If  this  is  true,  the  laser  may  re- 
move the  risk  of  spreading  a 
cancer  as  a  result  of  surgery. 

Lasers  have  been  used  in 
medicine  for  some  years.  Ophthal- 
mologists repair  detached  retinas 
and  leaky  blood  vessels  in  the  eye 
with  an  argon-gas  laser,  and  some 
gastroenterologists  eliminate 
surgery  on  the  intestines  by  using 
an  argon  laser  aimed  through 
fiberoptic  probes  to  remove 
growths. 

The  carbon  dioxide  laser  is 
newly  brought  to  medicine,  and 
has  been  used  on  a  limited  basis  at 
medical  centers  in  San  Francisco 
and  Dallas.  The  largest  series  of 
operations  using  the  device  have 
been  performed  in  Graz,  Austria, 
and  at  St.  Barnabas  Hospital  in 
Livingston,  New  Jersey.  But  the 
only  medical  center  conducting 
extensive  laboratory  research  and 
clinical  application  of  the  laser  is 
MCV.

Glaucoma — Early  Detection 

The  eyesight  of  many  patients 
suffering  with  glaucoma  can  be 
saved  provided  the  diagnosis  is 
made  early,  and  the  primary 
physician  is  often  the  key  to  this 
sight-saving  intervention  according 
to  a  researcher  at  MCV. 

Glaucoma  is  a  term  assigned  to 
numerous  ocular  diseases  which 
have  elevated  intraocular  pressure 
sufficient  to  cause  visual  impair- 
ment. Many  patients  with  one  of 
these  diseases  can  be  helped  with 
early  diagnosis,  according  to  Dr. 
James  E.  Gillespie,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  ophthalmology. 

He  noted  that  with  office 
screening  techniques  and  appro- 
priate referrals,  the  primary  physi- 
cian can  help  identify  these  pa- 
tients before  appreciable  visual 
loss  occurs. 

Statistics  show  that  glaucoma 
affects  more  than  one  million 
persons  in  this  country,  causing 
significant  visual  damage  in 
200,000,  of  whom  some  56,000  are 
considered  legally  blind.  By  ex- 
trapolation, 24,000  of  these  per- 
sons live  in  Virginia,  and  1,300  of 
them  are  legally  blind.  Therefore, 
glaucoma  is  a  common  disease. 

"Visual  loss  from  elevated  in- 
traocular pressure  results  from 
optic  nerve  damage," "  he  explained 
in  a  recent  report.  "Because  the 
eye  is  a  fluid-filled  structure,  the 
pressure  is  transmitted  equally 
throughout  the  eye.  The  increased 
pressure  damages  the  optic  nerve 
at  the  lamina  cribrosa,  where  the 
nerve  exits  the  eye,  by  interfering 
with  the  axons"  function  directly 
or  indirectly  by  compromising  the 
nerve"s  intrinsic  blood  supply.'" 

"Optic  nerve  damage  produces 
cupping  of  the  nerve  head  and  loss 
of  visual  field.  The  peripheral  field 
is  gradually  lost.  Blind  spots  de- 
velop in  the  central  field  and 
enlarge  and  coalesce  until  only  a 
small  island  of  central  vision  re- 
mains. The  patient  is  frequently 
unaware  of  visual  change  until  the 
central-most  part  of  his  field  is 
affected,  usually  very  late  in  the 


course  of  the  disease.""  he  re- 
ported. 

Glaucoma  is  generally  classified 
into  two  main  groups.  Dr.  Gilles- 
pie indicated,  the  primary 
glaucomas,  which  are  thought  to 
be  genetically  determined  bilateral 
diseases,  and  the  secondary 
glaucomas,  which  are  caused  by 
some  other  disease  process  within 
the  eye.  Often  distinguished  from 
this  classification,  he  said,  is  an 
irregularity  present  at  birth  re- 
ferred to  as  infantile  glaucoma. 

The  most  common  forms  of 
primary  glaucoma  are  rare  in 
young  adults,  but  incidence  is 
known  to  increase  with  age.  Sec- 
ondary glaucoma  is  usually  caused 
by  ocular  inflammation  or  trauma, 
but  can  also  be  caused  by  other 
abnormal  ocular  conditions,  re- 
ported Dr.  Gillespie.  Infantile 
glaucoma  affects  about  one  in 
10,000  children,  he  indicated.  Ap- 
proximately half  of  the  cases  are 
inherited  as  an  autosomal  reces- 
sive trait  while  the  other  half  occur 
sporadically.  "Glaucoma  is  best 
detected  during  a  routine  exam- 
ination in  the  ophthalmologist"s 
office,"'  noted  Dr.  Gillespie  in  his 
report.  "Many  people  do  not 
consult  an  eye  physician,  how- 
ever, unless  they  believe  some- 
thing is  wrong.  This  may  result  in 
extensive  ocular  damage  from 
glaucoma,  because  the  most  com- 
mon type  is  usually  asymptomatic 
until  late  in  its  course."' 

Primary  physicians,  he  said,  can 
help  detect  glaucoma  in  high  risk 
patients  by  looking  for  optic  nerve 
head  cupping  during  all  routine 
physical  examinations  and  by 
measuring  the  intraocular  pressure 
when  indicated. 

The  physician  cannot  determine 
the  intraocular  pressure  of  every 
person  he  sees,  because  of  time, 
said  Dr.  Gillespie.  He  must  be 
selective  in  using  this  as  well  as 
other  diagnostic  procedures.  He 
noted  that  patients  routinely  fol- 
lowed by  an  ophthalmologist 
would  probably  not  benefit  from 
an  additional  measurement  by  a 
primary  physician. 

"Many  physicians  hestitate  to 


screen  patients  for  glaucoma  be- 
cause of  possible  damage  that 
might  occur  to  the  anesthetized 
cornea  during  a  pressure  mea- 
surement or  after  the  patient 
leaves  the  office,""  said  Dr.  Gilles- 
pie. "This  consideration  is  minor 
when  compared  to  the  possibility 
of  sending  a  patient  home  with  an 
undiagnosed  and  potentially 
blinding  disease."" 

Dean  Steps  Down 

Dean  Warren  E.  Weaver, 
School  of  Pharmacy,  has  an- 
nounced his  intention  to  resign  as 
dean,  after  having  completed 
twenty-five  years  of  service  in  that 
position. 

He  plans  to  participate  in  aca- 
demic and  scholarly  pursuits, 
though  not  on  a  full-time  basis. 
Weaver  says,  "It  is  not  my 
intention  to  sit  on  the  sideline,  but 
rather  to  get  into  the  midst  of 
activities  that  are  more  pertinent 
and  meaningful  to  me  at  this  stage 
of  my  career.""

Governor  John  N.  Dalton  has 
appointed  Dr.  Curtis  L.  Coleman 
of  Richmond,  Benjamin  W.  Gotten 
of  McLean  and  F.  Wilson  Craigie 
of  Richmond  to  the  Board  of 
Visitors.

"Seed"  Money 

The  Cancer  Center"  s  American 
Cancer  Society  Institutional  grant 
has  been  renewed.  The  $35,000 
award  will  enable  the  center  to 
provide  seed  grants  of  up  to  $5,000 
to  support  cancer  research  in  any 
discipline.  All  university  faculty 
members,  graduate  students  and 
postdoctoral  and  clinic  fellows  are 
eligible. 

Course  on  Costs 

Another  first  for  MCV  is  in  the 
making  as  officials  are  planning  to 
add  another  element  to  the  educa- 
tion and  training  of  doctors  besides 
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how  to  diagnose  and  treat  patients, 
namely  how  much  their  diagnoses 
and  treatments  cost. 

According  to  the  proposal  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  Robert  W.  Jessee, 
professor  of  preventive  medicine, 
the  program  is  among  the  first  of 
its  kind  in  the  nation's  medical 
school  and  teaching  hospitals. 

The  element  of  cost  conscious- 
ness, according  to  plans,  will  be 
introduced  into  the  medical  school 
curriculum,  beginning  with  the  first 
year  of  medical  school  and  con- 
tinuing through  the  fourth  year.  It 
will  also  be  part  of  the  graduate 
training  of  young  doctors,  which 
includes  the  internship  and  resi- 
dency years.  And  it  will  be  part  of 
the  continuing  medical  education 
programs  for  practicing  physi- 
cians. 

Such  a  comprehensive,  formal 
emphasis  on  cost  considerations  is 
to  be  implemented  over  the  next 
two  years  under  grants  to  the 
medical  school  by  the  W.  K. 
Kellogg  Foundation  and  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield  of  Virginia.  The 
total  amount  of  the  grants  over  the 
next  two  years  is  to  be  around 
$111,000.  with  at  least  half  coming 
from  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield, 
which  has  been  promoting  medical 
cost  containment  programs  during 
the  past  several  years. 

It  is  being  prepared,  for  several 
reasons.  Medical  care  costs  have 
been  rising  at  a  fast  pace  in  recent 
years,  and  doctors  play  direct  and 
indirect  roles  in  determining  how 
much  patients  spend  on  medical 
care. 

A  New  Course  for  Nurses 

A  new  master's  degree  program 
in  nursing  services  administration 
began  this  fall  with  the  aid  of  a 
four  year  $402,646  grant  from  the 
W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation  of 
Battle  Creek,  Michigan. 

The  graduate  program  is  a 
cooperative  effort  sponsored  by 
the  School  of  Nursing  and  the 
School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions' Department  of  Health  Ad- 


ministration. Nurses  enrolled  in 
the  two-year  program  will  study 
the  processes  of  planning,  directing 
and  evaluating  nursing  services. 

Students  accepted  for  the  pro- 
gram will  be  required  to  have  a 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in 
nursing  or  equivalent  and  must 
have  previous  experience  in  nurs- 
ing practice  and  management. 

The  program,  according  to  Dr. 
Eleanor  C.  Repp,  assistant  dean  of 
graduate  programs  in  the  School  of 
Nursing,  is  designed  to  help  pre- 
pare a  director  of  nursing  services 
with  strong  management  skills. 
Courses  will  cover  such  areas  as 
organization  and  administration  of 
health  services,  medical  law,  labor 
relations,  clinical  nursing  and  re- 
search. Students  will  also  be  re- 
quired to  take  management  and 
accounting  classes  from  the  School 
of  Business. 

The  program  is  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  Virginia,  and  the  ninth 
such  program  in  the  country, 
which  has  received  support  from 
the  Kellogg  Foundation.  "The 


interest  and  encouragement  of  the 
Kellogg  Foundation  in  this  area  of 
study  is  providing  opportunity  for 
national  exchange  among  pro- 
grams of  this  type,"  according  to 
Dr.  Repp. 

Rehab  Tour  of  Sweden 

A  two-week  tour  of  Sweden, 
scheduled  for  late  May  1981,  is 
designed  to  introduce  participants 
to  current  Swedish  concepts  of 
habilitation/rehabilitation  in  the 
treatment  of  persons  with  severe 
physical  disabilities.  The  itinerary 
includes  visits  to  facilities,  lectures 
on  theory  and  technique  and  semi- 
nars to  reinforce  observations  and 
readings.  Pre-tour  readings  will 
orient  the  participant  to  Swedish 
society,  mores  and  their  progres- 
sive system  of  habilitation  and 
rehabilitation. 

Those  persons  attending  and 
successfully  completing  the  study 
portion  of  the  tour  will  be  awarded 
Continuing  Education  Units  from 
the  Department  of  Occupational 
Therapy,  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions.  Craig  Nelson,  MS, 
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OTR,  assistant  professor,  Depart- 
ment of  Occupational  Therapy,  is 
the  tour  coordinator.  The  ap- 
proximate cost  is  $2,450.00,  with 
the  price  varying  slightly  due  to 
the  currency  exchange  rates. 

Participants  will  have  the  op- 
portunity to  schedule  sightseeing 
tours  and  leisure  activities  during 
open  days  in  the  itinerary.
